A REMINDER 

Gross earnings of the National Rail- 
ways for last week show a decline of more 
than a half million dollars as compared 
with the corresponding week a year ago. 
Thus indicating that the corner around 
which prosperity is said to be hiding has 
not yet been turned, suggestions to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Railway earn- 
ings, it will be remembered, are accepted 
as a usines ; barometer. , 

Directly there is no profit and little 
consolation to be gained from pondering 
evidence that the depression is still with 
us. But at the moment a due considera- 
tion of the unwelcome facts may save the 
public from economic Coueism, which in 
some quarters is being employed and rec- 
ommended to cure our business ailments. 


JAP ANESE SOL ID. ARITY 

If there is a peace party in Japan it 
failed to register at the general elections 
just held. The Government is returned to 
power by a majority over aii othe: parties, 
quite large enough to guarantee its stabil- 
ity and to enable it to carry through its 
policies at home and abroad. And, for the 
matter of that, the opposition was pledged 
to continue the operations in China, and 
its success would have meant nothing in 
that connection. 

The election is said to have been fought 
on the issue of inflating the currency. The 
decision seems to mean that Japan is to 

try the experiment of increasing the sup- 

ply of the circulating medium, in hope that 
it will circulate more actively and help 
business.. The western world will be in- 
terested in that experiment and its out- 
come. 

Whatever may be the Japanese plans 
in China, they are apparently backed 
solidly by the voters of the couritry. The 
League of Nations and the western pow- 
ers are thus given to understand that they 
are dealing with a united Japan, and not 
simply with a dominant faction acting with 
the presumed approval of the public. It is 
to be supposed the war will be prosecuted 
with correspondingly increased vigor, and 
that Tokyo’s responses to protests from 
Geneva, London and Washington will have 
an even more confident tone than they 
have hitherto displayed. 


THE DEC ISION IS NOT ETERNAL 

A group of engineers, who were allot- 
ted the task of making a special investiga- 
tion of the subject, have reported to the 
Dominion Government that not for many 
years to come will the volume of traffic 
and amount of revenue be such as to war- 
rant the construction of a direct railway 
line from the Peace River country to the 
Pacific coast. 

Naturally there is keen disappointment 

among the people in Peace River. Not so 
much because the project is delayed, but 
because the delay is declared to be inde- 
finitely long. Nobody can have sugpoaes 
that the building of the line would be un 
dertaken while the Dominica treasury is 
empty and the railways unable to borrow 
money at anything less than ruinous rates. 
But to be told that the whole scheme is one 
of the dim and distant future is quiic a 
different proposition. 

It is well to remember, however, that 
just now railway development is under 
discount, quite as heavily as railway stocks 
and bonds. The whole future of the trans- 
portation systems is obscured by a cloud 
of popular pessimism, a cloud that is a 
good deal larger and darker than it 
should be. The engineers in estimating 
the traffic-generating possibilities of the 
Peace River section may well have been 
influenced by this generally unpromising 
outlook. A few years of good crops at 
good prices will change the whole situation 
of the railways, and restore public confi- 
dence in railway construction as a means 
of inducing settiement and development 
When that time comes tic project for a 
direct outlet will look difterent. 


HOW MANY AND HOW ELECTED?

But it takes a large amount of 
faith in human nature to believe there are 
twenty members in the house who are 
willing to strike their constituencies off 
the map and immolate themselves on the 
altar of economy. 

What may be hoped is that something 
will be done toward eliminating the dual 
electoral system under which members of 
the legislature are chosen. Rural ridings 
are single member contituencies. But city 
ridings are plural member constituencies, 
in which all members are elected at large 
on the proportional voting plan; rather 
the members are elected by an elaborate 
method of mathematical eliminations 
after the votes have been marked on the 
1, 2, 3 plan. 

If the single member constituency sys- 
tem is preferable, there is no apparent rea- 
son why it should not apply in the cities 
as in the country. If the proportional sys- 
tem is judged the best it is equally a mys- 
tery why its blessings are restricted to 
the city dwellers and denied to the farm- 
ers. The differentiation is illogical. And 
a good deal is to be said for the claim that 
under this arrangement an organization 
of farmers is given a power to elect a rep- 
resentative of its views that is not given 
to a correspondingly large organization of 
city voters.
